-banquet. --O. P. Schumann wel- 
comed and introduced his fellow 
publishers and explained the 
reason for asking them to come

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Grayling winter. park is- owned 
and controlled by the park com- 
mission of the State Conserva- 
tian commission, who, in cooper- 
ation with the Federal Park com- 
mission, are now actively engag- 
ed in remodeling the Grayling 
park. So extensive is this pro- 
ject that it requires a four-year 
plan to complete it. Camp Hart- 
wick Pines veteran CCC camp of 
160 men is devoting its entire 
time to the work. For nearly 
two years this crew has been on 
the “project, and there is still at 
least two more years of work 
ahead of them. 

The park is far from complet- 
ed, still it is far enough along 
so that the winter activities will 
be in operation as usual. It was

able to have that thrill too if 
they desire. And nobody will be 
hurt. Every feature of speed and 
isafety have been built into this 
'popular winter sport. 

Toboggans will be hauled in 
gangs by tractors to the foot of 
the hill and from there be re- 
turned to the top by conveyors. 

J. B. Schwerdt, directly rep- 
resenting the Federal Park com- 
mission, is the superintendent of 
construction. He gave a very in- 
teresting and comprehensive ex- 
planation of the plans for the 
winter park, and showed a blue- 
print of the master plan on which 
he and his men are working. 

The takeoff building at the top 
of the hill will not be completed 
this winter. This will be about 
75 x 80 feet in dimensions. The 
foundation is built of 6 foot high 
re-inforced concrete. Above the 
walls and up to the windows 
there will be walls of cut stone. 
Above that the building will be 
frame. It will contain a large 
lobby with huge fireplace. There 
will be comfort rooms and a long 
observation room. This building 
will be heated thruout by steam. 
A superstructure will house the 
toboggan take-off for this season. 

The new skating rinks will be 
in size and structure to meet the 
requirements of the national 
skating rules. 

About 75 miles of ski trails 
have been taid out; one frail of 
which will be 31 miles in length.

The Michigan Tuberculosis As- 
will conduct X-ray 
chnies for Crawford, Katkaska, 
Missaukee, and Roscommon coun- 
ues in Roscommon on Thursday, 
December 14, and in Lake City 
on Friday, December 15. Ac- 
cording to Dr. R. T. Laughbaum, 
director of health district num- 
ber one, arrangements for a 
tuberculin test or an X-ray 
should be made immediately 
through local doctors or the 
Health Department. 


Since tuberculosis is such a 
very communicable disease, the 
association attempts to help 
locate early cases by means of 
X-ray clinics. It stresses the im- 
portance of tuberculin testing and 
X-raying persons who have come 
in contact with active tuberculos-
